Bill  Bennett.  '34,  Prtsident  and 
managing  director  of  the  Eldorado 
Mining  Corporation,  has  been  named 
President  of  Atomic  Energy  of  Can- 
ada Limited,  the  organization  set 
up  a  year  ago  to  continue  the  work 
at  Chalk  River  and  for  the  develop- 
ment of  all  aspects  of  atomic  energy 
in   Canada. 

The  government  plans  to  amalga- 
mate the  two  companies  in  order  to 
tie  in  raw  materials  with  the  engi- 
neering and  scientific  part  of  atomic 
energy  development.
